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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chojnacki et al.(5,883 f 142). 

Chojnacki et al. disclose polyurethane foams prepared from isocyanates, polyols, 
hydrocarbon, fluorocarbon, and water blowing agents of the structure and boiling points 
claimed, catalysts as claimed, and oxyalkylene silicone foam stabilizers meeting the 
structures as claimed by applicants. The particulars of the instantly compared 
surfactant structures overlap to a degree that anticipation is held to be evident.(see the 
entire document). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fishback (5,686,499) in view of Wohlman et al. (6,891 ,051). 

Fishback discloses polyurethane foams prepared from isocyanates, polyols, 
hydrocarbon, fluorocarbon, and water blowing agents of the structure and boiling points 
claimed, catalysts as claimed, and oxyalkylene silicone foam stabilizers of close 
structure to those claimed (see the entire document). 

Fishback differs from applicants' claims in that the alkylene oxide based chain is 
not recited to be at the required proximity to the terminal -OSi(CH 3 )3 group. However, 
Wohlman et al.(6,891 ,051 ) recite that the surfactants of the claims are well known to the 
art for their surfactant effect (see column 4 lines 10-32, as well as, the entire document). 
Accordingly, it would have been obvious for one having ordinary skill in the art to have 
employed the surfactants of Wohlman et al. in the silicon surfactant employing 
preparations of Fishback et al. for the purpose of imparting their surfactant effect in 
order to arrive at the products and processes of applicants' claims with the expectation 
of success in the absence of a showing of new or unexpected results. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fishback (5,686,499) in view of Gerkin et al. (5,525,640). 

Fishback discloses polyurethane foams prepared from isocyanates, polyols, 
hydrocarbon, fluorocarbon, and water blowing agents of the structure and boiling points 
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claimed, catalysts as claimed, and oxyalkylene silicone foam stabilizers of close 
structure to those claimed (see the entire document). 

Fishback differs from applicants' claims in that the alkylene oxide based chain is 
not recited to be at the required proximity to the terminal -OSi(CH 3 )3 group. However, 
Gerkin et al. recite that the surfactants inclusive of those claimed are well known to the 
art for their surfactant effect, particularly, in urethane applications (see the entire 
document). Accordingly, it would have been obvious for one having ordinary skill in the 
art to have employed the surfactants of Gerkin et al. in the silicon surfactant employing 
preparations of Fishback et al. for the purpose of imparting their surfactant effect in 
order to arrive at the products and processes of applicants 1 claims with the expectation 
of success in the absence of a showing of new or unexpected results. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. O'Lenick, Jr.(5,235,017) & Lin et al.(6,221,979) are cited for their 
disclosure of interesting silicone compounds in the art. The Siltech Web Disclosure is 
cited for its interesting background information.
